Sugar industry official 


believes Farm Bill will be 
extended for one more. year

If sugar farmers are put out 
of business, who's going to pay 
for Everglades restoration? 

Thát question was asked by 
Barbara Miedema, spokesper- 
son for the Sugar Cane Grow- 
ers Cooperative at a Jan. 5 
meeting of WIFE (Women 
Involved in Farm Economics). 

"We are involved in a Farm 
Bill debate that is as heated as 
any battle any one of us can 
remember," she told WIFE 
members. "The industrial 
users of sugar have teamed up 
with the radical environmental 
movement: They have chosen 
to fight their battle in the 
media rather than address the 
issues head-on based on their

Currently, sugar legislation 
is stalled in- Washington along 
with the Budget Reconciliation 
Package and Mrs. Miedema 
said she believes the Farm Bill 
will be extended one more 
year. 

"The proposed gugar title in 
the Budget Reconciliation 
Package represents a drastic 
scale back of government 
involvement in the domestic 
sugar market, an effective 
reduction in the U.S. sugar 
loan rate, and lower returns 
and greatly increased financial 
risk to the U.S. sugar farmers," 
said Mrs. Miedema.

Bell South customers ripped 
off by payment collector

A 72-year-old working widow 
has been chéated out of the 
money she paid to a local busi- 
ness allegedly taking payments 
for Bell South customers. 

Jesusa Cabarera of Belle 
Glade said she had her daugh- 
ter make a $36.78 Bell South 
payment at FIBA in the Glades 
Plaza a few weeks ago. She 
then got a bill from Bell South 
saying she must repay that 
amount. 

Bell South says they never 
authorized FIBA to collect pay- 
ments and weren't responsible 
for the customer ripoff, accord- 
ing to Sgt. Amy Allen with the 
Belle Glade Police Department. 
The department is collecting 
complaints from residents who 


have similar stories and Sgt. 
Allen said she has received sev- 
eral complaints. 

"Mom works to support her- 
self and she can't afford to pay 
twice," said her daughter, 
Janie Figueroa. She said she 
was told by Bell South that 
FIBA was never authorized to 
collect telephone bill payments, 
although the company has 
been the collection site for 
Florida Power and Light pay- 
ments for over a year. 

The business is now closed 
and tHe telephone number is 
disconnected. Sgt. Allen said 
the business owner is listed as 
a Dr. Godfrey Honzo of West 
Palm Beach. FIBA stopped col- 
lecting FP & L payments in 
October and closed their doors 
a few weeks ago. They al

I used to think that if I 
skipped that first meal of the day it 
would help me lose weight and 
reduce my total calorie intake.

We have enough bad 
weather, we don't 
need a derecho 


trees. Winds at Watertown, NY 
gusted to 106 mph and meteorol- 
ogists recorded 3,000 cloud-to- 
ground lightning strikes in one 
hour. 

Obviously, this was no ordinary 
thunderstorm. Severe wind- 
storms that big and that destruc- 
tive have a special name-they are 
called derechos. Pronounced day- 
RAY-cho, the word itself is Span- 
ish *meaning "straight ahead" It 
was coined by Gustavas Hin- 
richs, the director of the Iowa 
Weather Service; back in 1880: 

A derecho produces wild winds, 
intense lightning and heavy 
rains-just like a severe thunder- 
storm or a tornado, Yet, unlike its 
weather cousins, a derecho is an 
immense storm affecting a much 
larger area. The thunderstorm 
must spread damage across an 
area at least 280 miles long to 
qualify as a derecho. 

Surprisingly, derechos are fair- 


Aly*common in the Midwest. 


Researchers counted 70 of the 
most powerful windstorms dur- 
ing one four year period in the 
1980's. They occur most frequent- 
ly in the late spring or early sùm- 
mer. 

On June 19, 1990, a derecho 
hit the Wichita, Kansas area. 
Strong winds, gusting as high as 
116 mph, produced over $50 mil- 
lion dollars in damage in Wichita.

(The dew point measures the 
amount of moisture in the atmo- 
sphere.)

In 
the New York derecho, 90 mph 
winds, originating at twenty- 
thousand feet, raced down to the 
ground producing the straight 
line winds that knocked over 
thousands of trees. 

While derechos are fairly com- 
mon in the Midwest, they are 
very rare in Florida. While we've 
certainly got the heat and humid- 
ity necessary to create a derecho, 
strong winds in the middle atmo- 
sphere are uncommon during the 
spring and summer months. 

That's OK-we can do without 
derechos. After all, Florida expe- 
riences most thunderstorms, 
more lightning and more hurri- 
canes than any other state. The

up. And now they want to tax 
us even more than we're 
already paying to buy others 
land and then take it out of 
production.” 

A 2-cent-a-pound tax on sug- 
ar has been proposed by U.S. 
Rep. Peter Deutsch, D-Lauder- 
hill, Richard Lugar, R-Indi- 
ana, chairman of the Senate 
Agriculture Committee, and 
U.S. Rep. E. Clay Shaw, R- 
Fort Lauderdale, 

The proposed tax would 
raise $350 million over five 
years to buy 130,000 acres in 
the southern Everglades Agri- 
cultural Area to be used as a 
water storage area. 

But support for the tax 
appears to be losing favor with 
voters who said in a recent 
poll that "sugar farmers are 
already doing more than their 
fair share by paying $300 mil- 
lion to restore the Everglades 
and the government needs to 
worry more about fighting 
crime and improving schools." 

Farmers have implemented 
a series of on-farm Best Man- 
agement Practices designed to 
reduce phosphorus in runoff 
water. The South Florida 
Water Management District's 
goal for on-farm phosphorus 
reduction was set. at 25 per- 
cent, "but in fact," said Mrs. 
Miedema, "after the first two 
years of implementing BMPs, 
water quality monitoring data 
show that farmers have been 
able to achieve a 40 percent 
phosphorus reduction. 

"Let me take a minute to 
talk about this proposed two 
cent tax," said Mrs. Miedema.

"The Committee to Ensure 
Florida's Economic and Envi- 
ronmental Future proposes 
taxing only Florida sugar pro- 
ducers to raise $75 million to 
purchase productive farmland 
and turn it into a marsh.

Rep. Mark Foley today 
labéled new attack ads 
being run by The Gommittee 
to Ensure Florida's Econom- 
ic and Environmental 
Future "completely inaccu- 
rate."

"These attack ads, which 
are being run in the middle 
of the holiday season, are so 


false, so distasteful and so 


ridiculous, I can't believe 
that our local television sta- 
tions’ would run them," said 
Foley. 

The ads, which claim that 
Foley actually said "Let the 
taxpayers pay" for ever- 
glades cleanup is especially 
inaccurate. In fact, Foley 
has never said that taxpay- 
ers should be responsible 
for such cleanup efforts. 
"One of the most important 
reasons for my opposition to* 
the 2-cent tax on Florida 
grown sugar, is precisely 
because I do not want to 
impose an additional tax on 
a product that will be paid 
for by the consumer," said 
Foley. "I've been working on 
legislation to lessen the tax 
burden on working individu- 
als and  families--not 
increase it."
